‘| Of the various provinces of the Empire, Hunan 
‘a perhaps the one with which we foreigners are 
least acquainted, and-yet-it is by no: means one 
of the least important. It {s situated right in the 
centre of China; ‘has an area of 84,000 square 
miles—equal to Great Britain—and an estimated’ 

pulation of over twenty millions, Itis shaped 
ike: a mutberry leaf, the stalk of which Is. the 
Yengtre, with its now almost dally steamers; 
and its ribs the: four main rivers, the Slang, the 
Tr2, the Yuen, and the Li, which discharge into 
Trangting lake. These with thelr numerous 
branches give ready access to alt pars of the 
province, Its boundaries are sk: Mully deawn 
around their tips. ae : 

In many respects it is a remarkably ‘self. 
contained province, producing nearly everything 
the People require, and forming’a little kingdom 
by itsell: It ts chiefly known, however, to us as 
a8 province which is almost inaccessible from the 
anti-foreiga disposition of its inhabitants, but 
which’ produces in large. quantity coal, fron, 
Umber, tea, all, tobacco, rice, ete, besides the 
best soldiers, and. the biggest and finest 
mandarins inthe empire. THe only foreigners 
resident In_it are 2 small_garsison-of-Roman- 
“Catholic Fathers who have held the fort s,few 
44 from the city of Hengchow Fu for between the 
last two and three hundred years... As to 
travellers, the lamented Margary and the learned 
Richthofen passed through it; also a too 
early scientific swallow, named, Mr, Ma, 
wwho turned up about ‘sixteen years ago 
looking for the best route fora railway from 
Hankow'to Canton. He found it too, for there 
is no other which for directness, evenness, or 
promised abundance of traffic, can for a moment 
come into: competition with the one traced ‘by 
him, Let the fact be remembered to his credit 
when the railway {s built, : ;
